PROVISIONAL  VITAL STATISTICS FOR MARCH 2016 

Provisional Vital Statistics for March 2016 

Live Births decreased slightly in March as 6,294 Missouri 

babies were born compared with 6,373 born one year earlier. 

Cumulative births for the 3- and 12-month periods ending 

with March also decreased slightly. For January-March, births 

decreased from 18,165 to 18,071. 

 

Deaths decreased in March as 5,191 Missourians died 

compared with 5,486 in March, 2015. Deaths also decreased 

for the 3- and 12-month periods ending with March. For 

January-March, there were 15,305 Missouri resident deaths or 

6.6 percent less than the 16,379 for the similar time period in 

2015. 

 

The Natural Increase in March for Missourians was 1,103 

(6,294 births minus 5,191 deaths).  The natural increase rose 

for both the 3- and 12-month periods ending with March. For 

the 12 months ending with March, the natural increase went 

up from 15,508 to 16,212. 

 

Marriages increased for all three time periods shown below.  

For the 12 months ending with March, marriages increased by 

2 percent from 40,589 to 41,411. 

 

Dissolutions of Marriage increased in March and for the first 

quarter of the year. However for the 12 months ending with 

March, dissolutions decreased from 19,808 in 2015 to 19,376.  

For the 12 months ending with March, the marriage to divorce 

ratio increased from 2.05 to 2.14.  

 

Infant Deaths increased in March as 47 Missouri infants died 

compared with 38 in March of 2015. For the 12 months 

ending with March, the infant death rate increased from 6.2 to 

6.4 per 1,000 live births.
